CACC has a Class C Nuisance Wildlife Control Permit issued by the
IDNR, which authorizes CACC'’s wildlife control efforts.

Wildlife Proofing Your Home: An ounce of prevention is worth a pound
of cure. Here are a few tips to keep the wild things out:

1. Install a commercial chimney cap on your fireplace or furnace
chimney.

2. Cover the inside of your attic, soffit, kitchen, and bathroom vents
with hardware cloth.

3. Cover window wells with commercial grates.

4. Annually inspect your roof, and the area where gables or
dormers meet the roof line for water damage - repair
immediately.
